Information which has recently come 


to me from tho governors of Arkansas, 
SlissiBeippi and Louisiana, and from 
prominent citizens of these states and 
Tennessee, warrants the conclusion that 
widespread distress, involving the de- 
atrnction of a large amount of property 
and lose of human lite, has resulted 
from the Hoods which have boon sub- 
merging that section of the country. 
These are stated on reliable authority to 
be the most destructive Hoods that have 
ever devastated the Mississippi valley, 
the water being much. Mgher than tho 
state 
it has reached 
before, troni 


Marion, Ark., north of Memphis, to 
Greenville, Miss., a distance ot more 
than 250 miles, it is reported there are 
now at least lifty towns and villages un- 
der water and a territory eitendlng 
Irom 100 miles north ol Memphis to 200 
miles south, and from live to forty inilee 
•wide is submerged, and hundreds of 
thousand ot acres of cultivated soil with 
growing crops are included in the sub- 
merged territory. In this section alone 
there are from 60,000 to 00,000 people, 
whose property has been destroyed and 
whose business has been _suspended, 
throwing crops have beeu ruined, thous- 
ands of cattle have been drowned and 
tho inhabitants of certain areas threat- 
ened with Btarvation. 
As a great majority ot the sufferers 


are email farmers, they have thus been 
left entirely destitute and will be un- 
prepared for work oven after the Hoods 
havo subsided.

Under such circumstances the citizens 


ot these Btates look for tho co-operation 
and support ot tho national government 
in relieving the pressing cases ot desti- 
tution lor tood, clothing and shelter 
which are beyond the reach ol lonnl ol- 
fortn. Tho authorities who havo com- 
uiunicnted with the executive recognize 
that their fir« and most energetic duty 
is to provide as far as possible the 
moans for caring for their own citizens, 
but nearly all ol them agree In the 
opinion that after their resources have 
been exhausted a sum aggreitatlm! at 
least $150,000 and possibly »20l),000 will 
bo required lor immediate use. 


Precedents are not wanting that in 
such emergencies as this congress, has 
taken prompt, generous and Intelligent 
action, involving tlio expendituroof con- 
eiderablo BumB of money with satia- 
factory rcsulta. In 1874, »7W»0 was 
i^prwriatod, and in 1882. {350,000 was 
also appropriated for relief in the «ame 
direction, besides large sums in other
